In so far as they apply to the rejection of record, the Examiner notes that applicants appear to be confusing the 
thickness of the layer with the grain widths (i.e. the widths of the structural units, i.e. grains, that make up the layer). 

The Examiner notes that the axis in the film thickness direction is typically termed the "height" or "thickness" direction, but positive 
recitation of "in the film thickness direction" or "in a direction perpendicular to the substrate surface" would be the best way to clarify the 
directional nature of a claimed limitation. 

Finally, see applicants' own specification (e.g. paragraph bridging pages 40 - 41), which appears to clearly distinguish between the 
width of a structural unit, such a fine grains, and the thickness of the deposited film formed from said structural units.
